pellets around than to make 
piles of the meal Also, on 
windy days 1 have found that 
a lot of my meal blows away

every S weeks or so and they 
keep coming in from adjoin-; 
ing yards But by keeping a! 
few pellets scattered around i 
you can control them and| 
protect your valuable plants '
